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Stalin Lies in State Before 'Endless' Line 


Death Comes 
To Powerful 
Ruler at 73 


Moscow Gives No 
Hint of Successor 
To 'Man of Steel' 


MOSCOW— (^P)— The body 


of Prime Minister Joseph V. 
Stalin, felled by a stroke and 
leart condition at 73, was re- 
moved to "Moscow's beautiful 
Sail of Columns today to lie 
n state. A funeral service be- 
'itting one of the most power- 
ful men in history is in prepa- 
ration. 


The Soviet "man of steel," who 


ruled over a sixth of the earth's 
surface and dominated a third of 
ts peoples, died Thursday night in 
the Kremlin four days after being 
stricken. Death came at 9 :50 p.m. 
(12:50 p.m. CST) and was an- 
nounced to the Russian people 
eight hours later. Stalin lay para- 
lyzed and in a deep coma at the 
end. 


Next Leader Unknown 


There was no hint as to who 


would succeed this man, leader of 
the Soviet Union's 200 million peo- 
ple for 29 years and who called the 
plays for Communists the world 
over. 


But a joint statement from the 


Communist party and the govern- 
ment called for continuation of 
such policies as strengthening the 
nation's armed forces, Increased 
vigilance at home and tighter 
bonds with Communists abroad. 


This afternoon a motor hearse 


left the St. Spassky gate in the 
Kremlin. While thousands assem- 
bled on Red Square to see it, the 
hearse moved slowly from the 
Kremlin _to the Hall of Columns, 
bearing Stalin's coffin. 


Immense heaps of flowers and 


wreaths surrounded it. Russians 
began filing past to gaze for the 
last time at the man who ied them 
to victory over Nazi Germany. 
Thousands were in line when the 
doors opened. 


"Svidaniya" 


The processions for those wish- 


ing to say "svidaniya" (goodbye) 
will continue day and night until 
the funeral. A commission headed 
by Nikita S. Khruschey now is 
working on funeral plans. No date 
has been announced for the final 
services nor has there been any 
word where Stalin is to be buried. 


The Hall of Columns is only a 


few hundred yards from the great 
mausoleum in Red Square where 
V. I. Lenin, Stalin's predecessor 
and the father of Russian comma 
nism, lies embalmed in a glass 
coffin. 


Moscow was cold, windy and un- 


pleasant today, but life went on 
about as usual. Hundreds still were 
filing into churches to place can 
dies before ikons. There were tears 
in* the eyes of some — some had 
grim, set faces— many crossed 
themselves repeatedly. 


There were small crowds in Red 


Square, walking about it slowly. 
gazing sadly at the buildings of 
the Kremlin compound, from which 
for so many years Stalin wielded 
his vast power. It was in Red 
Square that Stalin had been seen 
so many times, revie%ving parades 
on May Day and on Nov. 7, anni- 
versary of the revolution in 1917, 
and on other state occasions.

Is Prime'Minister Stalin survived by a widow? 
The Moscow bureau of the Associated Press, in 


reporting the death through censorship said: 


"Stalin is survived by his son, Lt. Gen. Vasily Stalin, 


and his daughter, Svetlana. His wife, Nadejda Aliluieva, 
died in the early 1930s." 


But there have been reports in the West that Stalin 


was married sometime after Nadejda's death to Rosa 
Kaganovich, sister of the only high-ranking Jew in the 
Kremlin hierarchy, Lazar M. Kaganovich. 


Nadejda was the mother of both children. Svetlana 


is reported married to Mihail Kaganovich, Rosa's neph- 
ew. Stalin's first wife Katerina Svanidze,.died of penu- 
monia in 1917.

Dennis Kelly Slain 
In Indiana; Brother 
Also Killed in 1946 


HAMMOND, Ind.— 


Assassin's bullets Thursday 
night cut down Dennis Kelly, 
42-year-old kingpin of a Jo- 
liet, 111., juke box operation 
and a union official, writing a 
gangland finish to a ambush 
attempt that failed in 1947. 


Kelly's body was found in a pool 


of blood beside his automobile at 
a southside Hammond intersection. 
Police found no witnesses but said 
a motorist reported seeing a car 
speed from the scene, headed for 
Illinois. 


Second Slaying 


He was the second Kelly brother 


wiped out in gory underworld 
fashion. Leahm Kelly, then 36, was 
shot to death in Joliet by a gun- 
man in 1946. 


Dennis was business agent of 


Local 714, of the AFL Bartender's. 
Hotel Employes and 
Restaurant 


Employes Union of Joilet. 


Police Lt. Russell Ohls said Kel- 


ly was shot down minutes after 
leaving the apartment of Mrs. Ha 
zel Egdorf, 36, the estranged wife 
of Edward Egdorf, 33, of 1113 
Sterling st., Joliet. 


Mrs. Egdorf related that Kelly 


visited her frequently, OhU said. 
Her husband told police he knew 
nothing of the slaying. 


Ohls quoted Egdorf as saying, 
Kelly broke up my home." The 


policeman said Egdorf related he 
and his wife got .along well to- 
gether until she met Kelly about 
three years ago when she worked 
as a waitress in a Joliet restau 
rant. 


Hears Shot* 


Mrs. Egdorf 
told 
police she 


heard shots after Kelly left her 
home, looked into the street and 
saw a man entering a moving auto 
containing another man. Kellys' 
body lay nearby. 


Dennis and Leahm, along with a 


third brother, Glenn, ran a juke 
box business that covered Will 
County, 111. Glenn is listed as pres 
ident of the Automatic Cnin Ma 
chine Co., of Joliet, and Dennis was 
known as an operator for the con- 
cern. A fourth brother, Stang Kelly, 
owns a Joliet liquor store but re- 
portedly is not connected with the 
juke box business. 


Police were without an imme- 


diate motive for Dennis' demise, 
but when Leahm was slain, authori- 
ties then theorized it was an' out- 
break in a growing war for control 
of juke box business in Will County. 


Dennis Kelly was shot and crit- 


ically wounded April 2, 1947, near 
the intersection of Highways 7 and 
66. Joliet. A car pulled up along- 
side his and gunmen fired at him 
with a shotgun and pistol. They 
never have been identified or ap- 
prehended. 


Leahm Kelly fell victim to un- 


derworld gunfire on October 13, 
1945. 


The killer was never caught. 
When Leahm Kelly's estate was 


filed in Probate court it was valued 
in excess of 5100.000.

Beiisoii Protects Dairy Farmer, But 


Overproduction Continues 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson has made his first criti- 


"cal move. It was not a decision for government retrench- 


ment in farm price supports, as might have been expected 
from some of Benson's public statements. It was, rather, for 
their continuance in the vital dairy field. 


The law gives Benson the option to set dairy price sup- 


ports for the year starting April 1 at a level from 75 to 90 


u per cent of parity. Parity is a price level calculated to assure 
" the farmer his fair share of the national income. 


For the current year supports on dairy products had been 


fixed at 90 per cent. Benson announced he will continue them 
at the same level. 


But, though this decision is of course pleasing to the 


-•'farmers immediately concerned and may help to arrest a 


long decline in general farm prices, it also poses other prob- 
lems acutely. 


High support prices for butter, particularly, have en- 


couraged production of an unmarketable surplus. The arti- 
ficial props under butter prices have turned more and more 
housewives to margarine, which sells in many urban markets 
at a price 50 cents a pound cheaper than butter. U. S. but- 
ter consumption has slipped from 10.7 pounds per person 
each year to 8.7 pounds, and is still dropping. 


The result is that the butter producer is turning out 


record output—currently 35 per cent greater than last year 
—and finding no takers but the government. 
To maintain' 


prices, the U. S. has been buying butter since Nov. 30 at the 
rate of one million pounds a day. It now holds some 85 mil- 
lion pounds in storage. Much of this probably will be a total 
loss.

" Obviously it is not sound economics to produce butter 


no one wants to buy. The net effects of the present policy 
are the'steady discouragement of butter consumers who don't 
like high prices, and the wasteful piling up of butter stocks 
in federal warehouses. 
Benson recognizes the weird unreality of the situation. 


He continued supports at 90 per cent to purchase time for 
thorough consideration of alternatives which will protect the 
dairy farmer without wasteful overproduction and further 
harm to the already sadly diminished butter market. 


The dairy industry and the agriculture department must 


—bend their efforts quickly to a full use of the time that has 
~ been so dearly bought. The farmer is not served for long 
~ by policies that spell production for the government's gar- 
" bage heap.

Pegler Says He's Cutting Off Charities Because 
His Taxes Are Too High

t I have received an. invitation to buy some tickets to a big charity 
show at Madison Square Garden to raise 580,000 for the families of 
New York firemen and policemen who lose their lives in the per- 
formance of duty. This is an admirable project but I have decided 
not to contribute to any public charities until my taxes are substan- 
tially reduced. Perhaps a sketch of my own situation will take the 
curse of this decision and emphasize the nasy fact that the great de- 
vouring horde of parasites on the public payroll and countless unde- 


serving "relief" vermin have elbowed charity out 
of the running with me, at least. 


I get a much larger gross income than I ex- 


pdcted ever to attain when I was a cub reporter. 
But I pay about 57 per cent of the gross to the 
Internal Revenue and my other taxes bring the 
total up to nearly 70 per cent. Then I must meet 
my payroll for employes and personal responsibili- 
ties on most of which I have to pay the so-called 
fraudulent -social security tax. I carry considera- 
ble insurance of many kinds which costs me a 
g'reat deal of money. When I die the life insurance 


will be taxable as part of my "estate," although, of course, it will 
not bo income to my beneficiaries. It will be just the best a man can 
do in his' lifetime to carry on his protection of his family after he has 
gone. - 


I have bought some shares of stock out of savings over the years 


when the income taxes were less confiscatory. I get some dividends 
but the corporations first pay the treasury income taxes and, in some 
Cases, excess profits taxes on their earnings before they are allowed 
to cut me in. When I do get my dividends, I pay taxes of about 80 
cents on the dollar because these are in my highest bracket, on lop 
of my income earned, by working. If the stocks flop and I lose my 
investments, that is my hard luck. 


Another interesting and rather 


grisly prospect is that within a 
few hours after my death a ghoul 
will paste a seal over my safe- 
deposit box. Then my legatee, in 
an emotional condition, will have 
to sit by while a passel of catch- 
polls and accountants paw over 
not only these securities in the 
box but all manner of intimate 
personal mementoes, letters, and 
sentimental trinkets. 
Then they 


will seal the box again and keep 
it sealed until enough cash money 
has been raised* to pay the estate 
taxes, federal and state. It is" ad- 
visable to raise the cash quickly. 
In order to do this, a widow often 
•finds it necessary to sell on a de- 
clining market or to let the fam- 
ily home go'for a small fraction 
of the real value. She can't stand 
the pressure of that six per cent, 
compound.

The Doctor Says: 


Rupture of Vertebral Discs 
May Need Surgery If Severe 


A number of readers have asked 


for information concerning p. con- 
dition known as ruptured inter- 
vertebral disc, what is comes from, 
and whether recovery is possible 
without an operation. 


This is a good question, since a 


ruptured disc is one of -,the most 
common and unpleasant causes of 
backache. It is not, hpwever, as 
has been pointed out many times 
in this column, the only cause of 
backache. 


First, what is a disc? The in- 


tervertebral disc is a moderately 
soft cartilage which lies between 
the bony vetebrae of the spine. 


It is these cartilages which -make 


it possible to bend the back—in 
other words, they give it flexibil- 
ity. However, since cartilage is 
softer than bone, the discs are 
more likely to be injured, strained 


otherwise, damaged than the 


bony vetebrae themselves.

the back of the leg, a rupture or 
hernia of this cartilage must be 
suspected. 
• 


Diagnosis is not easy, but can 


usually be made by a careful study 
of the history of the pain—that Is, 
whether it followed an injury, and 
similar information obtained from 
the patient—by'the physical find- 
ings, and by what can be seen in 
an X-ray film. 


The X-ray, however, may not 


show anything immediately after 
the rupture has occurred. After a 
while, however, the rupture of a 
disc will cause a narrowing 01 the 
space between the bones of the 
vertebral column at the point 
where the rupture has occurred. 


Usually those having a first at- 


tack of pain caused by a ruptured 
disc should be treated conserva- 
tively (without surgery). 
Also, 


conservative treatment is advised 
for those who have mild attacks, 
attacks coming only at long in- 
tervals, for those who are over 50 
years old, and for those in whom 
the diagnosis is in doubt. 


For. patients 
with intolerable 


back pain or pain along the sciatic 
nerve, those who have repeated 
severe attacks for a long period of 
time, and for some others, an op- 
eration has to be considered. 


TWO TYPES OF SURGERY 


The operation employed in such 


cases may be removal of the rup- 
tured disc, or a fusion or bind- 
ing together of the two vertebral 
bones between which the disc lies. 
The question of which of these 
operations to perform and whether 
or not it should be done by an 
orthopedic surgeon or a nerve sur- 
geon or both together is a matter, 
of course, which the physicians in 
charge alone can decide. 


It is only comparatively recently 


that it has been known that rup- 
tures of this kind could occur. But 
this discoevry and knowledge that 
most patients can be successfully 
treated surgically has given relief 
to thousands who would otherwise 
have suffered for years with in- 
tolerable pain.

Reaction to Red Crisis

Two days ago Chancellor Konrad 


Adenauer warned that Stalin's end 
would bring "political u n r e s t 
throughout the world" and urged 
haste in the buildup of Western 
military strength.

'occupied East Germany.

LONDON—«•)—Western Europe reacted with fear and uncertainty 


to the news today that Stalin is dead. 


Except for loyal Communists, there was no shedding of tears. But 


neither was there jubilation. 


Most Europeans took the news grimly, with only a few expressions 


of hope for a letup in the cold war. 


The biggest 
worry 
expressed 


everywhere was that the new ruler 
—or rulers—of Russia might scrap 
Stalin's wary cold war policies and 
possibly plunge the world into a 
shooting conflict. 


Western diplomats studying the 


official death announcement found 
scant clues to who takes over now. 


But the announcement, signed by 


the Central Committee of the Com- 
munist party, the USSR Council of 
Ministers and the Presidium of the 
Supreme 
Soviet—Russia's 
three 


most powerful 
bodies—made it 


clear there is no new bid for friend- 
ship with the West. 


Promises Buildup 


The announcement promised a 


continued buildup of the Soviet 
Army, Navy and intelligence serv- 
ices to deal "a decisive rebuff to 
any aggressor." It added pledges 
of friendship with China and other 
Communist satellites and with 
workers, of capitalist and colonial 
countries. 


Some Western observers saw 


signs of a possible crack in Com- 
munist unity in Moscow in the an- 
nouncement's call for an all-out 
"struggle against internal and ex- 
ternal foes." But many feared any 
such disunity might heighten the 
danger of war rather than lessen 
it. 


The news two days ago of the 


Soviet leader's grave illness gave 
Europeans ample time to ponder 
its implications, and today's early 
morning announcement that the 
Russian leader was dead came as 
no great shock. 


Many had speculated that Stalin 


already was dead when Moscow 
first announced his illness, and that 
the obituary was being delayed to 
give the Russian people a chance 
to brace themselves. 


But 
the 
final 
announcement, 


breaking over Europe in the winter 
dawn, carried with it cold fore- 
boding. 


New Fears 


A report from Bonn said West 


Germany received the news of Sta- 
lin's death with new fear. Millions 
of Germans hated him, but they 
counted on his shrewdness and pa- 
tience to avoid a hot war in1 Eur- 
ope. 


His passing deepened the politi- 


cal split in West Germany over 
President

meeting Mr. Stalin, I have been 
deeply impressed by the qualities 
which made him one of the out- 
standing statesmen of our time."

It all started with a "bang" 


when cars driven by Hunter. Mary 
Morgan, 19, of 404 Second St., and 
Charles Rutherford, 28, Rt. 3, 
Grand Detour, collided at 7 a.m. at 
Second street and Galena avenue. 


According to police, Hunter was 


heading north on Galena avenue, 
Miss Morgan was driving east on 
Second street, and Rutherford was 
going west on Second street when 
the accide'nt happened! 


Describe Accident 


Dixon Police Sgt. E. M. Kelch- 


ner, who investigated, said Hunter 
was making a right turn when the 
car driven by Miss Morgan hit the 
left back door of his car, glanced 
off, and ran into Rutherford's car 
which was stopped for traffic. No 
one was injured. 


Hunter reported to police head- 


quarters to give an account of the 
accident. He told officers there 
that he had to hurry to work. 


Police related that he said he 


had to help unload a coal car.

Three hours later. Hunter pulled 


a lever on a railroad car filled with 
stoker coal and temporarily buried 
his helper alive.

Hunter was working with Grant 


Lawson, 40, Rt. 2, Dixon, when the 
incident occurred at the National 
Standard divisioA plant, No." 1, 
Reynolds Wire company. 


According to Plant Superinten- 


dent Arthur Vick, Lawson had 
gone to the top of the car where 
snow had frozen the coal into a 
hard crust. Hunter opened the car 
hopper, unaware thai his partner 
was on top of the load. 


The crust broke, dropping Law- 


son into the shifting coal. 


Hunter Investigates 


When the coal ceased to pour out 


of the hopper because Lawson's 
body was blocking the opening, 
Hunter climbed up to investigate. 


Discovering Lawson completely 


buried, with only an arm showing, 
Hunter at first dug frantically at 
the coal in an attempt to free him.

Russia with- 
out Stalin?" 


A neighborhood cinema nearby 


was shut down. 


"There's not much point in open- 


ing," said a man connected with 
the movie. "Nobody would want to 
come." 


"Some of our girls came to class 


today red-eyed with weeping," said 
a school teacher. 


The death of the man who spark- 


ed the development of Russia from 
a near-feudal farmland to a great 
industrial power exceeded only by 
the United States was first an- 
nounced by Moscow radio at 4:07 
a.m. today Moscow time (7:07 p.m. 
GST, Thursday) in a 
broadcast 


beamed to Soviet provincial news- 
papers. 


Official Text 


The official announcement said: 
"There has ceased to beat the 


heart 
of 
comrade-in-arms 
and 


genius-continuer of the cause of 
Lenin, the wise leader and teacher 
of the Communist party and the 
Soviet people—Joseph Vissariono' 
vich Stalin. The death of Stalin, 
who gave all his life to dedicated 
service to the great cause of com- 
munism, is the heaviest loss for 
the party and workers of the Soviet 
nation and for all humanity," 


The Russian people 
appeared 


stunned and grief-stricken by the 
news. To many, Stalin had seemed 
like a father.- 


All over Moscow, black-bordered 


red flags snapped in the cold wind 
that whipped the snow-blanketed 
city. Thousands of yards of black 
crepe were being hung on buildings 
and homes. 


Stalin's fatal brain hemorrhage 


struck him Sunday night in his 
Kremlin apartment, leaving him 
unconscious and with his right side 
paralyzed. Despite the efforts of 
10 doctors, his condition steadily 
worsened. He never regained con- 
sciousness.. 


A resume of the Russian lead- 


er's fatal illness, broadcast by 
Moscow radio, said the brain hem 
orrhage was caused by high blood 
pressure and hardening of the ar- 
teries.

Poland Demands Return of 
Russian Jet Held, by Danes 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark—W>—| 


In a tough note to Denmark, Po- 
and today demanded the return of 
a Russian-built MIG-15 jet fighter 
plane in which a Polish pilot fled 
lis Communist • ruled homeland. 
Warsaw asked for the pilot back 
too, but said he was not so im- 
portant. 


The daring Air Force lieutenant 


landed his plane, the first MIG-15 
ever to fall undamaged into west- 
ern hands, Thursday on a hazard- 
ously short runway on the Danish 
Island of Bornholm. 


As he climbed shakily out to ask 


for political asylum, the blond, 21- 
year-old Pole — wh'ose name was 
not disclosed—kept repeating three 
German 
words 
"kommunismus 


kaputt — asyl. (communism is 
finished—asylum.)" 


Discuss Note 


The Polish note was delivered to 


the Danish Foreign Ministry this 
morning by Polish Minister Stanis- 
law Kelles-Krauz? who Thursday 
demanded .that the plane be re- 
turned. Informed sources said the 
Cabinet discussed the note at a 
closed meeting but reached no de- 
cision. 


"My government insists that the 


plane must be returned to Poland," 
Kelles-Krauz declared. "We want 
the pilot, too, but he is not so im- 
portant." 


The Polish envoy described the 


wording of his country's note as 


very earnest, you could say 


tough." 


Danish and British air experts 


from Copenhagen were giving the 
plane a thorough once-over. Within 
a few hours after the plane whizzed 
from behind the Iron Curtain, these 
experts were tearing the craft down 
to learn its secrets. 


Will Be Returned 


A high political source said the 


plane undoubtedly would be re- 
turned to Poland. 


"As I see it," he declared, "the 


case is a simple one. There seems 
no doubt that this pilot is not a 


spy. When there Is satisfactory evi- 
dence that he deserves to be grant- 
ed asylum, the plane will beyond 
any doubt, be returned to Poland." 


The pilot arrived in Copenhagen 


today from the Baltic island on 
which he landed. Guarded by po- 
lice, he was whisked to*'headquar- 
ters for questioning. 


He reportedly told police that his 


flight was not based on fear that 
his safety was endangered but be- 
cause conditions in Poland "are in- 
tolerable."

Size of Expense Account, Not 
Pay, Often Success Measure 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK </B—The measure or 


a man's business success today 
often isn't the size of his salary- 
it's how big an expense account he 
draws. 


The expense account is a won- 


derfully flexible instrument, the 
passport into a golden world of 
free-spending splendor: 


"An expense account beats a 


paycheck because you don't have 
to explain it to Uncle Sam," says 
the lucky holder of one. "And the 
company doesn't ask too many 
questions about where the money 
goes—as long as you're bringing in 
business. 


"Why should they holler? Every 


dollar you spend on expenses ac- 
tually costs them only 18 cents. 
The rest would go to the govern- 
ment anyway under the excess 
profits tax." 


The expense account probably is 


as old as civilization. But rising 
income taxes—and spreading busi- 
ness prosperity—have enabled it to 
create a new privileged class, both 
here and in England. 


Many a man woos and weds a 


wife now on expense account mon- 
ey, or gives his dear old mother a 
winter vacation in Florida, or 
sends his son to a college he 
couldn't otherwise afford. 


The joys and woes of this post- 


war aristocracy are explored in 
the current issue of Life Magazine 
by Ernie Havemann, who says: 


"In cities like New York, Wash- 


ington and Chicago it is safe to 
say that at any given moment well 
over half of all the people in the 
best hotels, the best nightclubs and 
the best restaurants are charging 
the bill to their companies, which 
in turn are charging it to the gov- 
ernment in the form of tax deduc- 
tions. Even a smaller city like 
Seattle reflects the phenomenon." 


The cheerful advantages of a 


big expense account are obvious to 
anyone. The tragic side is just as 
real. 


It is an open invitation for a man 


to live beyond his own means. He 
finds that his mere signature on a 


check will let him enter into a 
glamorous world of free drinks, 
free food, free theater tickets and 
other kinds of entertainment. He 
mixes with celebrities and people 
of real wealth. 


He gets the idea he really be- 


longs in this world, and soon his 
expense account doesn't cover the 
tabs he signs. He is in over his 
head. He spends more money—his 
own—trying to buy a customer's 
business instead of selling him on 
facts. And the final price too many 
pay is—alcoholism, marital break- 
np, loss of Job. 


Moralists may decry the expense 


account evil, but only a bushess 
recession is likely to curb it. 
Everybody who has an expense 
account says he loses money on it, 
but he will break into tears if the 
boss tries to take it away. .

A's said after reading the new rule 
from the office of Will Harridge, 
American League president: 


"If they want colorless games, 


it's okay with me. I'm warning my 
players the first to get tossed out 
of a game*"for questioning an um- 
pire's judgment will get a fine 
from me. If that's the way they 
want it, they can have it." 


The rule on umps reads like this: 
"Effective with the opening of 


the American League season", any 
decision involving the accuracy of, 
an umpire's judgment may not be 
questioned by a manager, player or 
coach. 


"No manager, player or coach 


shall be permitted to leave the 
bench or his position on the field 
to question an umpire's decision 
on calling of balls and strikes or 
the so-called 'half strike.' 


"For violation of this rule, a

Surgeon Describes New 
Heart Surgery Method 


By ROBERT GOLDSTEIN 


1 CHICAGO—UB—A Boston surgeon 
today described a strikingly simple 
heart surgical technique that has 
enabled him to open up and work 
Inside the human heart while its 
escaping blood is trapped and held 
In a rubber "well." 
- Dr. Robert E. Gross repoited he 
has kept a heart open as long as 
2 hours and 5 minutes while 
patching or sewing up holes in a 
main blood chamber. 
^ Writing in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, he 
told how the operation was used on 
seven children suffering from inter- 
auricular septal defecets, a reason- 
itbly common congenital heart dis- 
order. Four of the children later 
.Qied. 
- In a normal heart, a wall sep- 
arates the left and right auricles 
—the blood chambers that receive 
Jlie return flow of blood from the 
veins. In these cases, however, the 
children were born with large or 
small openings m the wall. This 
leakage 
greatly 
increased 
the 


amount of blood flowing through 
the right side of the heait, present- 
ing the threat of heart failuie and 
death. 
^ 
Describes Technique 
r Dr. Gross described the techni- 
que as follows: 
_ He constructed a "well" — a 
cone-shaped, semi-rigid rubber con- 
jainer open at both ends. 
After 


exposing the heart by suigery, he 
Sewed the small mouth of the cone 
firmly to the wall of the heart 
chamber and then cut through the 


wall blocking Uie bottom opening 
of the cone. 


Blood pressure caused blood in 


the chamber to rise up into the 
well. However, normal gravity and 
atmospheric 
pressure 
prevented 


the blood fiom rising more than 
two inches. The suigeon was able 
to piobe his fingers through the 
well's bottom opening and into the 
heart chamber. 


Each patient received by trans- 


fusion an amount of blood equal 
to that which rose up into the 
well. The blood in the well was 
kept fluid by the addition of he- 
parin solution — an anti-clotting 
chemical. 


Proves It's Practical 


"These experiments demonstrat- 


ed conclusively that the human 
heart can be kept upon by this 
technique for considerable periods 
and that the interior of an auricle 
can be explored in a deliberate 
and thorough manner." he said. 


In three of the most seriously 


ill patients, discs were used to 
close the large wall holes. 
Dr. 


Gross said 
that 
"although 
the 


operations were tolerated well' the 
discs later worked loose and the 
children died. 


In three other patmets, sheets 


of nylon or polyethylene 
were 


sewed over-the wall openings. One 
of these patches was too large and 
blocked a heart valve, causing a 
blood clot and death. 


However, he reported, the other 


two children recovered promptly 
and are "in excellent condition." 


In the seventh patient, the open- 


ings were so small the surgeon 
merely sewed^ them up with silk 
thread and the child has shown 
"great improvement." 


Dr. Gross, of the Harvard Med 


ical School, said the method was 
devised in the Children's Hospital 
laboiatory for surgical research in 
Boston after experiments on more 
than 130 dogs.

government plans to spend more 
than 4>/2 billion dollars on defense 
in the coming financial year after 
Prime Minister Churchill wained
